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Both Ian Young and his 
doctors thought his life 
was over after he suffered 
a series of strokes that left 
him unable to speak or 
move. 

“The doctor asked me 
when I was going to face 
the fact that I would never 
get better,” Young said, re¬ 
calling time he’d spent in a 
dementia ward after a rare 
disorder severely damaged 
his brain. “I broke down, 
and my sister begged me 
not to believe it.” 

He didn’t believe it, and 
neither did the staff at the 
rehabilitation facility to 
which he was transferred.

If that weren't enough, he 
was presented with the thi¬ 
rd annual Glenrose Award 
of Courage last night. 

“Those selected have in¬ 
credible courage and deter¬ 
mination,” said Glenrose

“Other pa¬ 
tients in the program see 
them in a leadership role.” 

Young has some big shoes 
to fill. The first and second 
winners of the award each 
went through personal 
struggle, the likes of which 
many never recover from. 

“ft doesn’t matter what 
your injuiy is, it’s what this 
place can do. Whether it’s a 
bum, brain injuiy, or an 
amputation like mine,” said 
Master Cpl. Paul Franklin, 
last year’s award recipient. 

In January 2006, Cpl. 
Franklin lost both legs 
above the knee after a sui¬ 
cide bomber attacked his 
convoy in Afghanistan. Af¬ 
ter four months at the Glen¬ 
rose, Franklin too walked 
out on his own power.

high-speed rail, Dion said. 
The bank’s revenue would 
be generated in part from 
the sale of tax-free green 
bonds.

PM rejects call for minister’s resignation 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper rejected opposition 
and victims’ calls for the res¬ 
ignation of a cabinet minis¬ 
ter who joked the listeriosis 
crisis was “death by a thou¬ 
sand ... cold cuts.” 

“It obviously was an inap¬ 
propriate joke by a minister 
who was under a lot of 
stress,” Harper said. 

But Harper said the re¬ 
mark was made “in a pri¬ 
vate conversation,” and 
should not detract from 
“the good work” Agricul¬ 
ture Minister Gerry Ritz did 
in dealing with the out¬ 


break. 

“I applaud him for apolo¬ 
gizing completely and forth¬ 
rightly,” Harper told 
a news conference 
yesterday. 

“Look, I suspect 
everybody in this 
room, if they’re hon¬ 
est with themselves, 
will admit in private 
conversations they 
probably said things Gerry Ritz 
that were pretty in¬ 
sensitive and inappropriate 
if somebody shone a light 



on them.” 

But Harper’s response did 


not satisfy his political op¬ 
ponents, or some relatives 
of victims of the tainted 
meat outbreak, 
which has killed 17 
people in Canada. 

Dennis Schroh, 
whose 82-year-old 
mother, Elizabeth 
Schroh, died on Aug. 
24 at a hospital in 
Ritz’s Saskatchewan 
riding of Battlefords- 
Lloydminster, said he 
was offended that, six days 
later, Ritz cracked jokes 


about the outbreak during a 
conference call with scien¬ 


tists and pohtical staffers. 
Schroh’s mother’s case is 
under investigation to deter¬ 
mine whether the listeriosis 
she contracted was a con¬ 
tributing or underlying fac¬ 
tor in her death. 

Schroh said he was a Con¬ 
servative supporter, but 
doesn’t think Ritz’s apology 
for the remarks was sincere 
and thinks Harper should

Council urges Harper to make trade deal text public

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper must make public 
the draft text of a new 
“deep economic integra¬ 
tion” trade deal with the 
European Union that rivals 
NAFTA in scope before vot¬ 
ers go to the polls on Oct. 
14, says the Council of 
Canadians. 

“The prime minister 
should be accountable to 
the public and release the 
text immediately so that 
voters can make an in¬ 
formed decision on a deal 


that will be further negoti¬ 
ated in Montreal just three 
days after the federal elec¬ 
tion,” said Maude Barlow, 
national chairperson of the 
Council of Canadians. 
“Stephen Harper ran on a 
campaign of accountability 
in the 2006 election, prom¬ 


ising to bring significant in¬ 
ternational treaties to Par¬ 
liament. He must keep his 
word, be accountable, and 
release the draft text of 
this sweeping new trade 
deal immediately.” 

While the text has not 
been released, it reportedly 


includes the unrestricted 
trade in goods, services and 
investment, the removal of 
tariffs, and an open market 
in government services and 
procurement — which 
would require the Canadi¬ 
an government to allow Eu¬ 
ropean companies to bid as 
equals on government con¬ 
tracts for both goods and 
services, and to not give 
preference to local or na¬ 
tional providers of public- 
sector services.

Economy at a standstill 


ECONOMY Most developed 
countries are at an econom¬ 
ic standstill or on the brink 
of recession and policy¬ 
makers need to take aggres¬ 
sive action to avert a deep 
global downturn, a top IMF 
official said yesterday. 

A “damaging global re¬ 
cession” could still be 
avoided, but any recoveiy 
would likely be gradual 
and public funds may be 
necessary to safeguard the 
financial system, said John 
Lipsky, first deputy manag¬ 


ing director of the Interna¬ 
tional Monetaiy Fund, in a 
speech to the Center for 
Strategic and International 
Studies. 

The slowdown in devel¬ 
oped countries should help 
contain inflation and the 
IMF believed monetaiy pol¬ 
icy was broadly appropri¬ 
ate across most advanced 
economies, but there was 
scope for the European 
Central Bank and the Bank 
of England to lower inter¬ 
est rates, he said. reuters

DRUGS Colombians do not 
like outsiders portra 5 dng 
their country as a cocaine 
nation, but that’s not keep¬ 
ing many from watching a 
smash local soap opera 
about their multibillion- 
dollar narcotics trade. 

Betrayal, murder and the 
lust for quick riches make 
for gripping television in 
“Cartel de los Sapos” (Car¬ 
tel of the Snitches) about 
the powerful Norte del 
Valle drug smuggling or¬ 
ganization. 

Tracing how the cartel 
supplanted the once- 
mighty Medellin and Cali 
gangs, the series is the first 


to spotlight Colombia's 
drug lords and the dirty 
politicians and police who 
permit the world's biggest 
cocaine trade to flourish.

Top bankers meet to 
talk U.S. credit rescue 



Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney huddled late 
yesterday afternoon with 
a group of top Canadian 
bank executives in a closed- 
door, 90-minute meeting 
as part of a feverish effort 
to mend money markets 
fractured by the crumbling 
U.S. financial sector. 

The talks took place un¬ 
der a veil of secrecy in the 
Bank of Canada’s regional 
office atop a glass-faced of¬ 
fice tower on King Street. 

Just 12 hours earlier, the 
world’s biggest central 
banks had joined forces to 
pump a staggering $180 
billion U.S. into the global 
financial system in a bid to 
resuscitate bank-to-bank 
lending, which had once 
again seized up in the wake

U.S. dollars circulating 
again in short-term money 
markets. 

Carney provided execu¬ 
tives with the “context 


around” his decision earli¬ 
er in the day to team up 
with the U.S. Federal Re¬ 
serve and other central 
banks in a dramatic move 
to make extra U.S. dollars 
available to global lenders. 

“Given the current envi¬

AIRLINES Air Canada said yesterday it 
will be the first major North American 
carrier to drop its extra fee for a sec¬ 
ond piece of checked baggage in re¬ 
sponse to the recent drop in fuel 
prices. 

Air Canada also said it will start in¬ 
corporating all fuel costs into its adver¬ 
tised fares on North American flights, 
rather than tacking them on separate¬ 
ly as surcharges.

suit by removing their own fuel sur¬ 
charges. 

With the economy slowing and a 
round of staff and capacity cuts loom¬ 
ing, Air Canada’s move is more a sig¬ 
nal of its desire to boost competitive¬ 
ness than a sign that tough times in 
the sector are coming to an end, an an¬ 
alyst said. 

Air Canada said it will scrap the fee, 
which ranges between $20 to $60 on 
one-way Canadian and American 
routes, on Sept. 23. reuters

HOUSING Canadian residential home 
builders’ profits will slide in 2008 and 
2009 due to weaker demand, but the 
market is not showing signs of a U.S.- 
style meltdown, the Conference Board 
of Canada said yesterday.

$3.6 billion on the heels of a 16 per 
cent skid in 2007.

l 5 ^eds out — even if that 
means dumping Chris’ dis¬ 
posed ciggy butts back on 
his own lawn or refusing 
to turn his security lights 
away from the couple’s 
bedroom window. 


I know that sounds pret¬ 
ty lame, but Turner’s ac¬ 
tions are underscored by a 
spreading wildfire and the 
subtext of discrimination. 

While the tension 
builds, so do the violent, 


destructive battles be¬ 
tween Turner and Chris 
until the neighborhood lit¬ 
erally goes up in flames. 

Although LaBute is 
known for crafting clever, 
biting social commentaiy 
in earlier films like In the 
Company of Men, here he 
serves solely as director, 
and that may be the flick’s 
prime weakness. 

The script indeed could 
have used LaBute’s touch, 
but at least the material is 
ripe for his sociological 
sensibilities (unlike his last 
effort. The Wicker Man). 

LaBute was also smart to 
cast Jackson, who gives a 
powerful performance; de¬ 
spite the fact his charac¬ 
ter’s leanings are never 
convincingly explained. 

Still, Jackson is plajdng 
one of his most intense 
roles in recent memoiy. 
With themes of race and 
fear explored in a tone 
similar to Oscar-winner 
Crash, Lakeview Terrace is 
a nail-biter that stays with 
you long after the fire.

Taking techies to task 

Eagle Eye actor Shia LaBeouf wonders if we've gone too far

If Shia LaBeouf has 
learned one thing, it’s that 
if Steven Spielberg asks 
you to star in a movie, you 
say “Yes.” 

That was the case for the 
22-year-old actor and direc¬ 
tor D.J. Caruso, after Spiel¬ 
berg hatched the idea for 
Eagle Eye. 

“He initially wanted to 
direct it,” says LaBeouf re¬ 
cently in an interview, ex¬ 
plaining that his role was 
also originally tapped for 
Tom Cruise. Instead, Spiel¬ 
berg got distracted with 
the fourth Indiana Jones 
movie — which also co- 
starred LaBeouf 

“It went to me and D.J.,” he 
says about the director, who 
also worked with LaBeouf on 
Disturbia. “It was kind of 
beautiful that way.” 

Spielberg’s original con¬ 
cept was born years ago 
when the auteur wanted to 
address society’s obsession 


with technology. 

In the thriller — it hits 
theatres next Friday — 
LaBeouf plays Jeriy Shaw, 
an innocent slacker who 
receives a strange call on 
his cellphone. He is sud¬ 
denly thrust into the mid¬ 
dle of an international con¬ 
spiracy, manipulated by a 
faceless enemy with full 
control over just about 
an 5 fthing plugged in. 

“When this idea first 
popped into Steven’s head. 


it was 10 years ago; it was a 
sci-fi idea and now it’s not 
a sci-fi idea. It’s a realistic 
thriller, and the fact that 
your conversations can be 
listened to and recorded in 
so many facets, it’s scary,” 
says LaBeouf, adding that 
we are traceable by cell¬ 
phones, security cameras, 
credit cards and the like. 

“People think that actors 
get followed around by pa¬ 
parazzi and that’s terrify¬ 
ing. What they don’t real¬ 


ize is that everyone is be¬ 
ing followed. That’s hap¬ 
pening now. That’s not a 
sci-fi idea — that’s the way 
the world is.” 

Robert McKee might add 
that there’s another prob¬ 
lem with technology. Re¬ 
cently, the screenwriting 
guru blasted the use of 
cellphones in movies, say¬ 
ing the technology “takes 
away a possible source of 
conflict — the difficulty of 
communicating.” 

LaBeouf says Eagle Eye 
hopes to debunk that theo- 
ly- 

“Cellphones were initially 
created to bring people clos¬ 
er together, to allow more 
human interaction, and 
what (we’ve) done with ad¬ 
vancements of technology is 
move people away from 
each other,” he says. 

“Once human interac¬ 
tion is gone completely, 
the world gets really 
weird, really fast. That’s 
the world that we live in, 
and this movie is turning 
that on its head.”

Anjelica Huston may have 
never worked with screen 
legend Humphrey Bogart, 
but in her new dark come¬ 
dy Choke, she may have 
found the next best thing. 

“Sam (Rockwell) has this 
unconventional beauty and 
it has eveiything to do with 
soul,” observes Huston dur¬ 
ing a recent inter¬ 
view in Los Angeles. 

“In that way, he’s 
veiy relaxed like Bog¬ 
art; he has a rakish 
charm that seems to 
occupy its own time 
and it’s an easiness 
and an affability that 
I really find attrac¬ 
tive.” 

If any living person 
knows what Bogart was 
like, it’s Huston. After all, 
her father — John Huston 
— directed Bogey in six 
films, including The Mal¬ 
tese Falcon. 

It’s partly that esteemed 
lineage that’s helped the ac¬ 
tress develop herself into a 


respected thespian, with a 
knack for meaty roles like 
the one she plays in Choke, 
a dark comedy in theatres 
next Friday. It’s based on 
the novel by Chuck Palah- 
niuk (Fight Club). 

“I think Chuck 'writes a re¬ 
ally interesting character,” 
says Huston. “They’re a little 
surreal, his characters. (My 
character) Ida, in particular, 
has several layers of surreal 
mysteries even unto herself 
— certainly a great 
many that she’s hid¬ 
ing from her adopted 
son, Victor Mancini.” 

Played by Rock¬ 
well, Victor Mancini 
is a sex-addicted, 
colonial theme park 
interpreter who 'will¬ 
fully chokes in res¬ 
taurants to allure rich pa¬ 
trons to rescue him. Huston 
plays his Alzheimer’s- 
afflicted mother who, de¬ 
spite being a neglectful idio¬ 
syncratic matriarch most of 
her life, still possesses her 
son’s devotion. 

She’s just the type of 
character that fits Anjelica 
Huston perfectly.

Mother Mother grows up

It's 8 a.m. in Vancouver 
and Ryan Guldemond, 
lead singer for indie pop 
act Mother Mother, is 
wide awake. '1'm an early 
riser/’ says the chipper vo¬ 
calist. His alertness is im¬ 
pressive considering most 
musicians don’t wake up 
before noon. "Maybe I’d 
sleep in ten years ago, but 
I have to get stuff done 
now,” he says. 

So what’s keeping the 
Quadra Island, B.C.-born 
artist busy? “I’m getting a 
haircut,” he says over the 
phone. “And I have to 
write a set list.” 

Guldemond might be 
getting ahead of himself 
on this last task — the 
band doesn’t start its cross- 
Canada tour until October 
— but he views things dif¬ 
ferently. With a new al¬ 
bum now in stores, the 
guitarist has two albums of 
material to choose from 
and he’s planning “longer, 
more orchestrated” shows. 
“I want to put some 
thought into this,” he says. 

If he wants any advice, 
it’s stack the set with new 
songs, as the five-piece 
(which also includes Molly 
Guldemond, Debra-Jean 
Creelman, Jeremy Page and 
Ali Siadat) have written one 
of the more captivating pop 


albums of the year. Unlike 
Touch Up, their critically ac¬ 
claimed debut, which dab¬ 
bled in pop, folk and, occa¬ 
sionally, jazz, O My Heart is 
a record of complex. New 
Pomographers-like rock. 

“It’s more modern,” says 
Guldemond. “There were a 
lot of things all over the 
first record, but we can’t 
do a mishmash eveiytime. 
Touch Up was cool in that 
it was eclectic and there 
were different genres peo¬ 
ple could draw from, but 
doing that again would 
have been redundant.” 

With sophisticated, pris¬ 


tine pop and layered boy- 
girl harmonies, it’s hard to 
imagine O My Heart not be¬ 
ing embraced by a plethora 
of new fans. But, Gulde¬ 
mond admits that it’s not 
the perfect record. “You go 
through spells of hating 
the whole thing, and the 
week after you mix and 
master it you hear it for 
what it is and appreciate it. 
You’ve got to come to love 
the imperfection because 
they’re there to stay.” 

The goal for Mother 
Mother isn’t to write a mis¬ 
take free disc anj^ay, they 
want their live perform¬ 


ance to outdo an 5 d:hing 
they’ve recorded. “We 
spend more time living 
and breathing the songs in 
a live format so it’s only in¬ 
evitable that they will get 
to greater heights than 
what’s on the album,” 
Guldemond explains. 

Until their first show in 
October though, Gulde¬ 
mond can’t help but be a bit 
apprehensive about how 
people will take to Mother 
Mother’s more straight 
ahead sound. “I’m excited 
and nervous,” he says. “I 
guess everybody fears rejec¬ 
tion, me included.” 


When pop music goes political

By my reckoning, this is 
only the fifth time since 
Confederation that Canadi¬ 
an and American federal 
elections have run more- 
or-less concurrently (1900, 
1908,1988,2000 and 2008). 

Not only are we being 
bombarded with policies, 
platforms and promises, 
some of our favourite 
songs are being presented 
in a new context: The 
campaign theme song. 

Back in the olden days, 
political parties simply 
wrote new words to stan¬ 
dard favourites (Dixie, Yan¬ 
kee Doodle and even, be¬ 
lieve it or not, O Tan- 
nebaum) to suit their cam¬ 
paigns. Brass bands and 
drum corps were pressed in¬ 
to service wherever the can¬ 


didate showed up to make a 
speech or kiss a few babies. 
Song sheets were distrib¬ 
uted to the crowds who 
were invited to sing along. 

The hope was that the 
lyrics might sear the issues 
of the election into their 
brains and that through 
song, enthusiasm for the 
candidate and the party 
might build. 

Today, that’s too much 
work, so candidates adopt 
verbatim versions of popular 
tracks. And while most peo¬ 
ple think that this is a fairly 
recent development, it’s not. 

The borrowing of pop 
tunes for political purpos¬ 
es goes back at least as far 
as 1928 when New York 
Governor A1 Smith used a 
song from the 1890s called 
Sidewalks of New York in 
his battle against Herbert 
Hoover. FDR, looking to 
boost the spirits of Depres¬ 
sion-battered America in 
the election of ’32, co-opt¬ 
ed Happy Days Are Here 
Again, a 1929 hit by Leo 
Reisman and his Orches¬ 
tra. Since then, it’s essen¬ 


tially been the unofficial 
theme song of the Demo¬ 
cratic Party. 

While John F. Kennedy 
used Sinatra and High 
Hopes to beat Richard 
Nixon in 1960, politicians 
slipped back into the old 
ways for 1964 when both 
L 5 mdon Johnson and Bariy 
Goldwater had songs com¬ 
missioned especially for 
them. Same with Nixon in 
’68, who used Nixon’s the 
One, written by the guy 
who scored Peter Pan on 
Broadway and an NBG TV 
executive. 

It wasn’t until George 
McGovern ran against 
Nixon in ’72 that a pop 
song was again adopted for 
a political campaign — al¬ 
though why the Democrats 
chose the downbeat Bridge 
Over Troubled Water by Si¬ 
mon and Garfimkel is be¬ 
yond me. No wonder 
Nixon won in a landslide. 

In 1976, Gerald Ford and 
Jimmy Garter went at it 
with cheesy commissioned 
themes that didn’t do much 
to inspire the electorate. It

wasn’t until an ex-actor 
from Galifomia showed up 
in 1980 that things began to 
get really interesting.

Documenting civility’s ebb 

Filmmaker John Curtin chronicles how and when society lost its manners

While few people would 
deny that politeness is in 
decline, quantifying 
precisely how and in what 
ways requires a bit of 
work. 

Director John Curtin’s 
documentaiy To Hell With 
Manners, airing this Satur¬ 
day night on CTV, gives our 
unease about civility’s ebb a 
face by sending a pregnant 
woman out onto Toronto 
public transit, with what are 
sadly predictable results. 

“I was a little afraid of that 
because I’d promised CTV 
this scene in which we 
demonstrate that people are 
rude because they don’t of¬ 
fer a seat,” Curtin recalls. “I 
grew up in Toronto, and it al¬ 
ways had a reputation for be¬ 
ing sometimes a boring city, 
but at least veiy livable — 
polite, etc. etc. That was the 
most shocking thing for me 
— that there was no ditficul-

ty filming that. It didn’t take 
more than one rush hour 
and one afternoon to con¬ 
firm what pregnant women 
all over the place told me — 
that they don’t get offered a 
place on the subway.” 

Using a host of experts 
and William Shatner’s wiy 
narration, Curtin’s film of¬ 
fers the thesis that we’ve be¬ 
come more isolated, often 
by choice. Sprawling sub¬ 
urbs, long commutes and 
the effects of technology — 
e-mail, cellphones, iPods and 
an embarrassment of home 
entertainment options — 
have eroded the bonds that 
proximity, family and sim¬ 
ple lack of choice once held 
in place. “How can you be at¬ 


tentive to other people if 
you’re constantly being dis¬ 
tracted?” Curtin plaintively 
asks. 

His film proposes that the 
decline really took on speed 
in the ’60s, when personal 


fulfillment became a priori¬ 
ty for a whole generation, 
and the culture of manners 
and respect taught by their 
parents was dismissed as 
mere conformity. Shame al¬ 
so became another bad 


word, but it’s becoming 
clear that, in the long run, 
the baby of civility seems to 
have been thrown out with 
the bathwater. 

“There’s certainly a good 
reason to conform to certain 
notions, but the fact is that 
we associate conformity 
with such a negative thing. If 
you lived in an Asian society 
conformity wouldn’t have 
such negative overtones, but 
in the West we’re all such 
free individuals who are in 
the process of self-realiza¬ 
tion. We’ve put a lot of em¬ 
phasis on that aspect of our 
culture, especially if we grew 
up in the ’60s and ’70s, and 
we’ve forgotten about the 
collectivity. That word seems 
a little old-fashioned, but 
maybe it’s worth taking an¬ 
other look at again.” 

Curtin offers an antidote 
to all the social bleakness 
with Join Me, a movement 
that began in Britain, which 
encourages people to com¬ 
mit random acts of kind¬ 
ness.

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Spicy Jamaican 
Barbecued Chicken 

Because the flavour of 
chicken is mild, it benefits 
from a tasty baste when 
barbecued. 

INGREDIENTS: 

8 chicken drumsticks or 
thighs, about 670 g, skinned 
Lime wedges to garnish 

JAMAICAN BARBECUE BASTE: 

4 tablespoons extra virgin 
olive oil 

1 onion, very finely chopped 

2 garlic cloves, finely chopped 
1 red chili, seeded and finely 
chopped 

1/2 teaspoon ground allspice 
1/4 teaspoon ground 
cinnamon 

Grated rind and juice of 1 
lime 

METHOD: 

1. To make the baste, heat the 
oil in a small frying pan over 
medium-low heat. Add the 
onion, garlic and chili and 
cook, stirring frequently, for 
about 10 minutes or until the 
onion is softened and starting 
to brown. Transfer to a large 
shallow bowl. Add the spices 


and the lime rind and juice, 
and stir well to mix. 

2. Make a few shallow slits in 
each piece of chicken, then 
add to the bowl. Turn the 
pieces to coat thoroughly 
with the baste, rubbing it into 
the slits in the meat. Cover 
and leave to marinate at room 
temperature for 1 hour or in 
the refrigerator for up to 24 
hours. 

3. Preheat barbecue to medi¬ 
um heat. Remove the chicken 
pieces from the marinating 
baste and barbecue them for 
20-25 minutes, turning and 
brushing frequently with the 
baste, until cooked all the 
way through. 

4. Serve the chicken hot, gar¬ 
nished with the lime wedges.
